A native of Iceland, 
the judge was three years old when 
he came to the United States, where 
he became a well-known figure in 
the field of jurisprudence. 

“They had all read about me,” 
laughed the judge. “We were so 
happy and honored to meet him,” 
said one of the touring Icelanders. 

Captain of the crew and “chief 
nose-counter” is the Rev. B. Frid- 
riksson, who said he and his group 
came to “see the country and visit 
relatives.” Special plans include a 
visit to the Seattle World’s Fair. 

“What surprises us most, of course, 
is the wideness and greatness of 
both the United States and Canada,” 
noted Rev. Fridriksson. “We all are 
very fond of the attitudes of the 
peolpe — their free and friendly 
attitude. And we like the road sys¬ 
tem.” 

As their bus driver pointed out, 
the Icelanders are a happy bunch of 
people. “They sing like crazy — and 
sometimes they get up and dance in 
the aisles. What a wonderful 
people,”
